When it comes to romance, 
two’s company and three’s a 
crowd. But for Jason and Lisa 
Kahler, recent parents of triplets, 
three’s company. 

A Romulus High School 
teacher, Kahler and his wife, resi¬ 
dents of Roseville, received an 
early Christmas present when the 
triplets were born Dec. 10,2002. 

Since they eat every two to 
three hours, the tribe is keeping 
the young couple busy in a house 
already shared with two cats, a 
dog and a rabbit 

Zachary John was the first¬ 
born, via caesarean section, at 
5:12 p.m., weighing 4 pounds, 14 
ounces, Jacob Michael followed 
at 5:13 p.m., weighing 4 pounds, 9 
ounces. Gabrielle Marie arrived 
last at 5:14 p.m. and was the 
smallest at 3 pounds, 14 ounces. 

Bom at Oakwood Hospital in 
Dearborn, the triplets stayed in 
the Neonatal Intensive Care Unit 
(NICU) for only nine days, and 
none of the newborns had to be 


placed on a ventilator, according 
to the Kahlers. “They just wanted 
to monitor their body tempera¬ 
ture for a few days and make 
sure they were eating well,” the 
new mother said. 

And. much to the Kahlers’ sur¬ 
prise, they all came home on the 
same day. 

“The staff at the hospital origi¬ 
nally told us that they’d probably 
be in the NICU for several weeks, 
and that they probably wouldn’t 
all come home at the same time,” 
Kahler said. 

But, they’re all home now, 
enjoying their three cribs, three 
infant seats, three car seats, three 
high chairs, three swings — and 
two tired parents. 

The triplets aren’t identical, 
and already have nicknames. 
Zach is “Big Man,” Jacob is 
“Bug,” and Gabrielle is “Spitfire.” 

“Jacob’s a sloppy eater and 
has shown the most personality 
so far. He’s the most active,” 
Kahler said. “Zach’s the perfect 
baby. He doesn’t cry, doesn’t fuss 
and sleeps when he’s supposed 


to. Gabrielle’s the loudest and 
has been ever since she was 
bom.” 

However, “They all have the 
same nose and Lisa’s chin,” the 
proud new father noted. 

The couple said their greatest 
challenge as parents of triplets, 
so far, was selecting a stroller. “It 


was easier to name them than to 
pick out a stroller,” Jason Kahler 
said. 

“We drove all the way to 
Jackson to look at a three-baby 
stroller,” Lisa Kahler said. “We 
finally decided on a single and a 
double, mainly because of the 
cost of the three-baby model at 


about $800,” she added. 

“Plus, the only time you need 
a three-baby stroller is if you 
were going to take them out by 
yourself, and who in their right 
mind would do that?” the new 
father joked.

Romulus denies judge's 
request for insurance pay

Members of the Romulus City 
Council unanimously denied a 
request Monday from retired 
34th District Court Judge 
William J. Szlinis for 100 percent 
payment instead of 50 percent 
payment of his health, dental 
and life insurance coverage. 

“It’s important to me now, 
because my 401K is now a 201K,” 
Szlinis told council members. 

Szlinis, 70, served as a judge 
for 13 years and was forced to 
retire Jan. 1 due to constitutional 
agfe restrictions on judges. He 
now works as a visiting judge. 

A city policy and administra¬ 
tive order signed in February 
1999 states the court will pay 50 
percent of medical, dental and 
health insurance for non-union 
employees who accumulate 10 
years of service. After 15 years, 
75 percent of the insurance costs 
are paid, and after 20 years, 100 
percent of the benefits are paid. 

Szlinis wanted full insurance 
coverage for judges who have 
served two terms. 

“Judges aren’t term-limited, 
we’re age-limited,” he said. ‘The 
principle is sound, but as it 
applies to me, I don’t think it’s 
appropriate,” Szlinis said. 

Secondly, he said that the 


administrative order signed by 
Chief District Judge Tina 
Brooks-Green was not received 
by the state court administrator’s 
office. 

Finally, he noted that an arbi¬ 
tration ruling on a lawsuit 
brought against the city by 13 city 
employees in 1996 resulted in 
the employees being awarded 
full insurance after 10 years of 
service. 

Romulus Mayor Pro Tern 
Randolph Gear said, “If we do 
this now, we’ll set a precedent, 
and everyone will want a piece 
of the pie.” 

City Attorney Barry Seifman 
said, “If we gave 100 percent ben¬ 
efits to judges after only two 
terms of service, we could see 
Judge Tina Brooks-Green receiv¬ 
ing lifetime full benefits at age 
39. If you make one exception, 
that’s when the challenge starts.” 

Council member Larry 
Burcroff said, “If we go against 
this order, it could be challenged 
by other employees and open the 
city to lawsuits in the future.” 

“I think it was just a matter of 
money,” Szlinis said. “The coun¬ 
cil made a decision based on 
economics. I disagree, but I have 
to accept it” 
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Carpenter’s Lake is topic of Wayne library talk

At one time, residents of west¬ 
ern Wayne County didn’t have to 
travel too far to go swimming, 
camping or race a canoe across 
placid blue water. 

They simply went to 
Carpenter’s Lake, a man-made 
feature just 2 miles outside of the 
City of Wayne that was popular 
during the 1930s and 1940s. 

The lake and the history and 
culture surrounding it will be fea¬ 
tured in a presentation next week 
at the Wayne Public Library. 
Arthur L. Carpenter, a life-long 
Wayne resident and the grandson 


of Irving Carpenter, who devel¬ 
oped the lake and oversaw the 
activities that took place there, 
will provide insight into the histo¬ 
ry of the lake and environs. 

“The lake was used quite a bit 
by a lot of people,” he said. 

The story begins in 1904 when 
Irving moved into the area and 
purchased 80 acres of land near 
where Hannan and Hix roads 
are today. Industry in the area 
included a sugar production 
operation and a horse livery, both 
owned and operated by the 
Carpenter clan, according to 
Arthur. 

Excavation for the lake started 
later, though. 


Carpenter said he’s 
made the presentation 
before - he introduced 
the talk at the Wayne 
Historical Society in 
1967, and spoke again 
for the group in 1991. 


“I’m not exactly sure when he 
got the idea for it,” Carpenter 
said. He has cancelled checks 
dating back to the 1920s that sug¬ 
gest that’s when the idea originat¬ 
ed. 

Irving Carpenter used the nat¬ 
ural topography of the area to 


create the lake, according to 
Irving. It was located on the flood 
plain of the Rouge River, and a 
small dyke he constructed pro¬ 
vided the foundation for it 

“They tried wells at first but it 
didn’t supply enough water,” 
Carpenter said. 

The damn, however, did. Soon 
the lake became a place where 
people could come to spend the 
day in a rowboat or canoe or 
swimming alongside them. Ted 
Harper, a professional ice skater 
during the 1940s spent time 
cruising across the frozen surface 
during the winter months, 
according to Carpenter. 

Carpenter said he’s made the 


presentation before - he intro¬ 
duced the talk at the Wayne 
Historical Society in 1967, and 
spoke again for the group in 1991. 
He also gave a presentation to a 
group in Clear Lake, Fla. Since 
then, he’s uncovered some addi¬ 
tional photographs and informa¬ 
tion. 

“It’ll be a little bit different 
this time,” he said. 

The lecture takes place from 
7-8:45 p.m. on Jan. 21 at the 
Wayne Library, which is at 
Michigan Avenue and Wayne 
Road. The program is free, but 
reservations should be made by 
calling the library at (734) 721- 
7832.

Bird said that several years ago, 
the metal in the electric motor 
shaft was not strong enough on 
their robot, which resulted in 
several breaks in the drive shaft 
and an early exit from the com¬ 
petition. 

Another important aspect of 


the design phase of the competi¬ 
tion is to make sure that the team 
saves enough of the materials so 


that replacement parts are avail¬ 
able in case the robot is dam¬ 
aged, Bird added. 


“You really have to think 
things through in order to have 
an effective robot” Bird said.

The Kahlers. both 27, were 
sweethearts at LAnse Creuse 
High School North, meeting at 
age 15 and marrying five years 
ago.

Lisa Kahler learned she was 
having triplets when she was 
only six weeks pregnant 

“I remember the ultrasound 
technician saying, There’s the 
first baby,’ then ‘There’s the 
second baby,’ then There’s the 
third baby,” she said. 

Ironically, the ultrasound 
technician was a Romulus 
High School graduate, so she 
and Jason Kahler shared some 
common ground. “Here I was 


crying, and they were talking 
about different teachers at 
Romulus High School,” Lisa 
Kahler recalled. 

The couple said that they 
were both happy and scared 
when they heard the news.

He said the Romulus com¬ 
munity has been very support¬ 
ive of their situatioa “Romulus 
Middle School gave us 1,000

At less than a month old, the 
three are already going 
through 25 to 30 diapers a day, 
according to Lisa Kahler 

“One has to be an athlete, 
one a scholar and one a musi¬ 


cian, so that they can all get 
scholarships to college,” Jason 
Kahler added. 

“I plan on doing a dance 
when they all start kinder¬ 
garten,” Lisa Kahler added. 

The Kahlers said this is 
their first and last attempt at 
parenthood after hitting the 
jackpot with Zachary, Jacob 
and Gabrielle. 

“We are so done,” Lisa 
Kahler said. 

She won’t go back to work 
for at least a year, Jason Kahler 
said, and may consider a 
career change. 

“She’s always said she want¬ 
ed to open a day care center 
some day, so maybe now’s the 
time, especially with day care 
costing $200 per week per kid,” 
Jason Kahler noted.

may not pursue music as a 
career path.”

An unworkable plan 

A proposed change to the Westland City Code that would establish 
a revolving inspection for all rental units in the city - and require a fee 
for them - shows how difficult it can be to establish a general policy to 
solve a specific problem. 

The goal of the policy - to protect residents and ensure their 
dwellings are up to current codes - is a laudable one, but the system 
the city council members discussed Monday night isn’t the way to 
accomplish it 

It’s too expensive, for one thing, and it treats renters and their land¬ 
lords like second-class citizens. The constitutionality of it is question¬ 
able at best This is a country where you can’t simply enter a home 
without permission, no matter how good your intentions are. 

City officials proposed the change because of the number of com¬ 
plaints they receive from renters whose landlords are apparently 
more concerned with collecting rent than providing safe dwelling 
units. They talked about decks that have collapsed and of 30-year-old 
apartment complexes that aren’t up to current codes, lb solve the 
problem they proposed visiting each apartment unit and requiring 
landlords to fix any violations. It would cost a minimum of $50 per 
unit, an expense that could quickly add up. And they said they would 
visit every apartment every two years. 

There are many different ways to attack the problem. One is to use 
the authority of the building department to issue tickets for obvious, 
external violations and begin a public information campaign that tells 
renters of their rights. Another is to make the program a one-time 
sweep through the 12,000 estimated rental units in the city If an apart¬ 
ment is brought up to code now, would it fall out of compliance that 
quickly? 

A third option is to write an ordinance that requires landlords to 
bring apartments up to code before they can be rented out again. This 
would be a difficult goal because it would rely on the willing participa¬ 
tion of the landlords or professional rental management firms. It 
would probably be a logistical nightmare for the city 

If the city pursues the issue - Monday it was postponed until it 
could be discussed in another study session - it should be done with 
the input of those who will be affected by it It’s the only way the goals 
will be achieved and the city stay out of court 

A blessing in disguise? 

Gov. John Engler may have done the communities in western 
Wayne County a favor when he vetoed a bill that would have created a 
Detroit Area Regional Transportation Authority (DARTA). 

The bill, after more than a year in the development phase, finally 
met approval in both the House of Representatives and the State 
Senate, but Engler vetoed it on Dec. 31, his last day in office. 

The bill would have created a regional transportation authority 
that would have, among other things, enveloped or replaced the 
SMART system. It would called for the creation of a governing board 
for the authority and given them an 18-month timetable to oiganize 
and implement the authority and develop a way to fund it 

Officials have said that a regional public transportation system is 
vital to the rejuvenation of downtown Detroit, and indeed Wayne 
County is behind most major metropolitan areas when it comes to 
mass transit but the DARTA system still needs some tweaking before 
it would be effective for everyone. 

Opponents of the bill said it would never be effective for everyone. 
They envisioned empty buses driving through already crowded sub¬ 
urbs.

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I have a new game I play at 
Westland City Council meetings. 

If s a simple game and anyone 
can play, whether they’re sitting 
in the audience on the first and 
third Monday of every month or 
watching at home while munch¬ 
ing on a bowl of popcorn, dusting, 
or just relaxing on the couch. The 
only thing you need is a scratch 
pad. 

I count the number of times I 
hear the word nepotism and 
make a small marie at the side of 
my notebook every time I do.

Since then 
he’s filed a lawsuit against the 
city, asking for $1 million in lost 
wages and damages. 

I don’t mean to make light of 
his situation; it’s a frustrating 
thing to put in your time, working 
toward some higher ideal or larg¬ 
er, long-term goal, only to be

ed - the mass transit to begin with. One suggestion 
for a funding mechanism was to increase the sales 
tax by 2 cents, which would suggest that communi¬ 
ties would not have the option to opt out of the sys¬ 
tem. 

It also didn’t take into account successful pro¬ 
grams like the Nankin Transit Authority, which 
serves the cities of Wayne, Westland and Inkster. It 
serves about 3,000 residents a month. 

A regional transportation system may be nec¬ 
essary to rejuvenate the City of Detroit, but the 
system proposed needs some modifications 
before it can cure those ills and help spark that 
recovery.

Some time ago, the Springfield, Oregon 
Public Schools Newsletter published a great 
article. I think there’s a lot of truth we can 
derive from it 

Once upon a time, the animals decided 
they should do something meaningful to 
meet the problems of the new world. So 
they organized a school. 

They adopted an activity curriculum of 
running, climbing, swimming and flying. 
To make it easier to administer the cur¬ 
riculum, all the animals took all the sub¬ 
jects. 

The duck was excellent in swimming; 
in fact better than his instructor But he 
made only passing grades in flying, and 
was very poor in running. Since he was 
slow in running, he had to drop swimming, 
and stay after school to practice running. 
This caused his web feet to be badly worn, 
so that he was only average in swimming. 
But average was quite acceptable, so 
nobody worried about that - except the 
duck 

The rabbit started at the top of his class 
in running, but developed a nervous 
twitch in his leg muscles because of so 
much make-up work in swimming. 

The squirrel was excellent in climbing, 
but he encountered constant frustration in 
flying class because his teacher made him 
start from the ground up instead of from 


the treetop down. He developed Charlie 
horses from overexertion, and so only got a 
C in climbing and a D in running. 

The eagle was a problem child and was 
severely disciplined for being a non-con¬ 
formist In climbing classes he beat all the 
others to the top of the tree, but insisted on 
using his own way to get there. 

The obvious moral of the story is a sim¬ 
ple one - each creature has its own set of 
capabilities at which it will naturally excel 
- unless it is expected or forced to fill a 
mold that doesn’t fit When that happens, 
frustration, discouragement, and even 
guilt bring overall mediocrity or complete 
defeat A duck is a duck - and ONLY a 
duck It is built to swim, not to run or fly 
and certainly not to climb. A squirrel is a 
squirrel - and ONLY that To move it out 
of its forte, climbing, and then expect it to 
swim or fly will drive a squirrel nuts. 
Eagles are beautiful creatures in the air, 
but not in a foot race. The rabbit will win 
every time unless, of course, the eagle gets 
hungry. 

I have observed similar frustrations in 
the human kingdom as well. God has con¬ 
structed you in a unique way. There’s only 
one of you. All of us are like snowflakes, 
no two of us are exactly alike. And when 
we attempt to be something that we 
weren’t designed to be, well, it just doesn’t 


work! 

I love the line in Chariots of Fire, when 
the actor who portrayed Eric Liddel says 
to his sister, ‘Jenny, when I run I feel God’s 
pleasure.” What he was saying is that God 
created him to run. He was fast, very fast 
But I don’t think he would have faired 
nearly as well at lifting weights or 
wrestling. 

What I’m trying to say is that if God 
made you a duck — you’re a duck Swim 
like mad, but don’t get bent out of shape 
because you wobble when you run or flap 
instead of fly. 

And if you’re an eagle, stop expecting 
squirrels to soar, or rabbits to build the 
same kind of nests that you do. 

When I first began to be involved in 
music ministry, I attempted to imitate oth¬ 


ers that were recog¬ 
nized in contempo¬ 
rary Christian music. 

One problem -1 was¬ 
n’t them— I was me. It was only when I 
began to recognize that reality that God 
could begin to bless what I was doing. 

So a great way to begin this new year is 
to relax. 

Cultivate your own capabilities. Stay 
with your own style. And learn to appreci¬ 
ate others for who they are, even though 
their particular style might be light years 
from your own. Rabbits don’t fly. Eagles 
don’t swim. 

Ducks look pretty stupid trying to climb. 
Squirrels don’t have feathers. So stop 
comparing and begin to enjoy being you. 
You are most unique.

A strong second half performance led 
the Northville Mustangs over the Canton 
Chiefs on Friday. 

The lead switched hands several times 
when the two teams met at Northville 
High School in their respective league 
opening games.
